¢ Meet, in person or virtu- 
ally, with team members and 
colleagues every week (or 
two) to discuss challenges and 
how to help our business be 
even more successful 

e Assure our team is com- 
municating well, and that ten- 
sions and disagreements are 
identified and discussed. And 
definitely assure that when 
decisions are made, everyone 
is on board, whether we agree 
or not 

¢ Donot tolerate internal 
competition 

¢ Beit in person or by 
phone or Face Time, get to 
know our people, ask how 
they are doing and how we 
can help 

e Prepare for one-on-one 
conversations, which are the 
best way to help people be 
more effective and grow, e.g., 
“What are you hoping to 
achieve?” “What would be 
helpful to discuss?” 

e¢ Individual and group 
meetings, again in person or 
virtual, are forums to discuss 
the most important issues 
and opportunities, get every- 
one on the same page, encour- 
age (insist?) on the respectful 
debate, and then make deci- 
sions 

¢ In group meetings, there 
can be no passive-aggressive, 
rather we want a respectful 
debate, to assure all perspec- 
tives get heard and consid-

Dear Ronnie, 

Are you sure you’ve 
been speaking directly to 
the lawyer? I’m guessing 
the reason you haven’t 
gotten a real answer to 
your question is because 
you’ve actually been talk- 
ing to some low-level 
staffer or paralegal. If 
you have been talking to 
the lawyer, there’s a 
pretty good chance he’s 
running a small debt col- 
lections or debt lawsuit 
machine. If this is the 
case, he probably gets a 
piece of whatever he col- 


lects. That means he’s 
out to collect as much as 
possible, as quickly as he 
can. 

You might consider 
changing tactics, and see 
if you can talk to the hos- 
pital administrator. Pro- 
pose giving them $2,000, 
or whatever reasonable 
amount you can afford, 
on the agreement that 
the hospital accept it as 
payment in full. Hospi- 
tals and doctor’s offices 
are often some of the eas- 
iest folks to work with 
when it comes to paying 
off debt, but people have 
to be proactive and make 
an honest, good faith ef- 
fort to make it happen. 

There’s a moral, as 
well as legal, responsibil- 
ity involved when it 
comes to paying off bills 
or debt, Ronnie. You 
should always pay what 
you owe if at all possible.
